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.On 28 February 1952, 1,000 Chinese Communist b paratroopers arrived by transport 
ship from Chiamussu at Tashenchingtzu (K j3x + 3) and Tungling (123-3, h1-50), 
southeast of Mukden, where they were to be stationed. Soviet advisers were 
attached to these troops which were equipped with Soviet—made sub-machine gUNS 
In early March, these paratroopers were conducting combat exercises on the 


outskirts of Mukden. : 
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1. In Decenber Dairen shipyard built twenty 5-ton gunboats, each equipped with 2 
small guns, using materials supplied by she USSR. In January and February 
these gunboats sailed from Dairen to Tsingtao. In February this shipyard was 
building four 126=ton gunboats which were to be completed in mid-March. 


2- On 15 February, thirty-one 20-ton motor junks, built at Whamnoa shipyards 
were turned over to the Inland River Patrol of the Kwangtung River Defense 
Command. Hach junk carries two sections (sic) of troops. Another 20 junks 
were to be completed by the end of March and assigned to the South Route (sic) 
Naval Command Post. 
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
